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Unfair Legislation 


(Pomona Progress) 








What is perhaps one of the most diserim- 
inatory pieces of legislation put up in recent 
years to the people of California for a vote is 
the oleomargarine bill, now presented in the 
form of a referendum. It is an attempt to 
impose a sales tax and other hard restrictions 
on a legitimate food product, manufactured in 
this state; one which happens to be competi- 
tive with the butter producers. 

All will agree as to the importance of Cali- 
fornia’s dairy industry. All will agree that 
this vital industry should be fostered and en- 
couraged in every way. But, should one par- 
ticular branch of the dairy industry be allow- 
ed to cramp its competitors? Should the 
wheat grower, because he produces a major 
necessity, demand a restrictive tax on rice? 
Shall we allow the olive oil pressers to obtain 
discriminatory ‘taxation on cotton seed oil? 

The thinking voter will register a decided 
‘“‘No!’’ to proposition No. 3; even though he 
much, prefers butter to oleomargarine or any 
other substitute—and most people do—he will 
not be so un-American as to inflict higher 
prices’ on ‘those whose circumstances compel 
them to purchase something less expensive as 
a spread for their daily bread. 

The day has passed when the publie might 
be made to believe that margarines are un- 
wholesome. State and federal laws care for 
the purity of all our food products. Godd oleo- 
margarine is a wholesome food. To tax the 
buyers of it would impose an unjust and unfair 
hardship on ‘those who prefer to buy butter 
substitutes. 

Butter producers, it is declared, produce 
73,600,000 pounds of butter—not enough for 
the butter eaters of the state. This produc- 
tion was not enough ‘to cover the California 
demand, inasmuch as 22,000,000 pounds addi- 
tional was shipped in from adjoining states 
and foreign countries. It is a puzzle why any- 
one should be concerned over the 15,000,000 
pounds of margarine made annually here.

Recall Darkest Africa 
(San Francisco Chronicle) 


Few men who were boys in the closing de- 
cades of the nineteenth century will read of 
the death of Henry M. Stanley’s widow with- 
out recalling ‘the thrill of the African adven- 
tures that made Stanley their hero. 

Stanley, after an adventurous youth, was a 
reporter on the New York Herald while Dr. 
David Livingstone was doing missionary and 
exploring work in Africa. A long period pass- 
ed without word from tragic fate in the heart 
of the dark continent. 

James Gordon Bennett, publisher of the 
Herald, sent for Stanley, and gave’ him the 
terse order: ‘‘Find Livingstone.”’ 

Without further instructions, Stanley went 
to Africa, organized an exploring party and 
made his way to Ujiji, an inland native village, 
where he found Dr. Livingstone, ill, but not at 
all ready to be rescued. 


When Stanley returned and made his re- 


port it created a sensation. It was long before 
the age when marvels of invention made travel 
comparatively easy. The explorer had to de- 
pend entirely upon a train of native carriers 
and his own courage and resourcefulness. 

So well did Stanley accomplish his mission 
that it led to his employment in suecessive 
trips into Africa, where he did exploring work 
that ranked far higher in importanée than his 
search for Livingstone, but which never held 
such high appeal in public esteem. And, after 
being the hero of Darkest Africa for more than 
30 years, he died, Sir Henry M. Stanley, in 
1904.

A Philadelphia clergyman said on Wednes- 
day: ‘‘It has been proved sixty-four per cent 
of the young people of America are dishon- 
est.”’

Anxious For Code of Ethics 

“The legitimate shippers of a com- 
munity are only too anxious to live up 
to business ethics. If it were possible 
to develop a series of rules under which 
these commodities are to be handled 
by shippers, and these rules would be 
agreed to by the majority of shippers | 
with growers and bankers sitting in, 
there will be no hesitation on the part 
of the U. S. Departments of Commerce 
and Agriculture to co-operating. No 
grower should be so foolish as to deal 
with a shipper who does not agree to 
abide by those rules. 

“We need some sort of organization | 
that is going to study the potential | 
consuming@ capacity of the industry for 
this commodity. They ean go one step 
further and estimate from time to time 
during the season the probable  ab- 
sorption of the different markets. They 
can go another step further than that 
and develop markets that have not yet 
been touched. In the course of studies 
made by our department we have be- 
come convinced that not more than 70 
percent of the potential market for Cal- 
ifornia grapes has been touched, The 
individual shipper cannot touch all of 
those points. 


Few Absorbing Points Touched 








saming centers. Comparatively few 
absorbing poitits have been touched at 
this time. There are probably doubie 
the number. This cannot be done with- 
out some form of co-operation from all 
the growers and shippers. There ‘is 
needed some uniform rules and regu- 
lations for the packing and standardiz- 
ing and marketing of grapes. It would 
be possible to get some measure of en- 
dorsemént if you could arrive at some 
kind of standardization. 

“The two departments of the gov- 
ernment will back you up on this sort 
of thing. We have no authority to do 
that in law, but we can, by setting up 
one or two different devices, assist an 
organization in effecting whatever you 
may agree upon in that direction. The 
inspection service, both in shipping and 
terminal markets, ean adhere to those 
standards., All of this involves some 
sort of organization—it involves the 
d@velopment of a plan which will con- 
stitute all the details of the industry 
—and if you can bring a plan to us we 
will search the government from one 
end to the other for the remote authar- 
ity to back yous up in putting it over. 


Want Industry's Views + 

“The present plan involves two small 
authorities in the Transportation Act, 
one involving distribution of cars in 
case of shortage—the other the reliabil- 
ity of shippers. There are three or four 
other points of Federal authority we 
could bring to bear in support of the 
plan. The whole attitude of this ad- 
ministration is that we want industry 
to come forward with its own plans 
and we will bring to bear all author- 


tity the Federal Government can give
